In 1921, there were there were 
three proof variants of silver dollars: the Zerbe Proof, the Chapman Proof, 
and the matte proof Peace dollar. This coin is the version known as the 
“Zerbe” proof. It reportedly was struck for the noted numismatist, Farran 
Zerbe, who was displeased when the new silver dollars of 1921 turned out to 
be a resurrection of the Morgan dollar type instead of the new Peace dollar 
that he had extensively promoted. The exact mintage is unknown but noted 
numismatists in the field have opined that number to range from a low of 20 
to a high of 200 pieces. Currently, PCGS has certified 80 “Zerbe” Special 
Strikes, NGC has graded 39 specimens as proofs. Of course, a number of 
these are likely resubmissions by collectors and dealers seeking a finer grade. 
Breen noted that most of the “Zerbe” proofs he had seen had been cleaned 
or scrubbed. 


Breen also offered some die characteristics of the Zerbe strikings, but be wary, 
as circulation strikes also exist from these dies: “Obv. Small die scratch up to 
r. from left tip of serif of left upright of second U in UNUM to border. Left 
base of first 1 above center of dentil, r. base of second 1 slightly r. of left edge. 
Central details far sharper than on regular uncirculated pieces. Rev. Very faint 
recutting visible on left upright of T in UNITED. Horizontal die file marks 
plainly within ribbon bows and at left and right of them; vertical die file 
marks at inner berries nearest to left base of N and T in UNITED. Eagle's 
breast feathers unusually sharp. Brilliant proofs as in 1904 and earlier years, 
carelessly made.” 


This is one of the finer examples thus far certified by NGC. Both sides 
impart a mostly brilliant appearance with notable reflectivity in the fields. 
Some light champagne-golden color is seen mostly on the reverse, and the 
details are razor sharp overall. A few scattered contact marks are noted on the 
obverse, but these hardly detract.

On January 6, 1912, New Mexico joined the 
Union as the 47th state. Arizona followed on February 14 as the 48th. As a 
result, the Mint increased the number of stars on the rim of the Indian ten 
dollar from 46 to 48 to commemorate the newly joined states. This resulted 
in a technical subtype within the series for 1912 and later coins.

The original concept coin was the Ultra High Relief which 
lacked the rim seen here and was truly more of a medal than a coin which 
could circulate. Only about 18 Ultra High Relief coins are known today. The 
first realistic revision was detuning the design to the so-called “High Relief” 
which still required three blows of the press to strike up the devices fully. 
Saint-Gaudens wished to create something comparable to the coinage of the 
ancient Greeks, with bold yet artistic devices. President Teddy Roosevelt gave 
Saint-Gaudens the support to cut through most of the bureaucratic red tape, 
which lasted just long enough to coin about 12,000 pieces of this High Relief 
design. 


The strike is full and complete, with 
Liberty's facial features clear along with every fold in her dress. The eagle is a 
testament to the skill of Saint-Gaudens, with the high ridge of the wing ris- 
ing dramatically above the surface of the field.

EXCEEDINGLY RARE 1890 $50 TREASURY NOTE 
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Fr. 376 1890 $50 Treasury Note. William H. Seward, Sr., was born May 16, 1801, and served as Governor of New York from 1838 to 1842. Both as governor 
and a state senator, he strived for increased spending on education, among other progressive platforms. He was appointed Secretary of State under Lincoln in 
1861 and served in that position until 1869. He fought for, and eventually negotiated the U.S. purchase of Alaska, which was finalized March 30, 1867, later to 
be mockingly known as “Seward’s folly”. An attempt on his life was made on the same night as the assassination of President Lincoln, which he survived largely 
due to a neck brace from a previous accident that protected his neck from the attacker's knife. There are several monuments and tributes to Seward, most notably 


several towns including Seward, Alaska and his immortalization on the $50 1891 Treasury Coin notes. 


Less than two dozen $50 Seward Treasury Notes are known, and at least six of those are permanently impounded in government institutions or museums. Sev- 
eral CU examples are extant, most from a small run of low serial numbers—the number B1 note is in the ANA Museum. The known circulated examples range 
from VG to XE, with this note certainly in the upper echelon. It is solid for the grade with good colors, impressive eye appeal, and excellent centering. In com- 
parison with coins, rare type notes are veritable bargains. Any U.S. coin with less than a dozen and a half examples available for the type would be a legendary 
rarity, with values approaching seven figures. With a small number of examples of this type selling in the last several years for mid-six figure numbers, this piece 
could prove to be quite a bargain for the astute collector.
